1 altar stands in modern churches, 
the "daghoba." a domelike struc- 


ture. This was originally intended to 
hold relics and the outside was form- 
erly ornamented and draped and sur- 
mounted with a huge wooden umbrel- 
la, of which little now remains. 


The Interior of the cave is grand 


and solemn and the rnmle of lighting 
perfect, an undivided volume of light 
coming through a sinslf opening over- 
head and falling on the altar, leaving 
the resfin comparative obscurity. The 
entrance consists of three doorways, 
and the end of the hall is open. form- 
Ing one great window of horseshoe 
shape. The outer porch is wider than 
the body of the building and is closed 
In front by a screen composed of two 
stout pillars supporting n solid mass 
of rock. In advance of this stands a 
pillar surmounted by a capital bearing 


four lions which at one time supported 
a Buddhist prayer wheel. 


There are many smaller caves at 


various heights in the rock to which 
one climbs by rough steps cut In the 
face of the cliff. 
Here are the bare 


cells where the monks slept the stones 
worn and shiny from their bodies, but 
all are deserted now save by the at- 
tendant, a solitary representative of 
their creed, who. going before, enters 
one of the dark caves and begins a 
chant that reminds one of a Gregorian. 
Few worshippers visit the temple save 
some Bombay fishermen who come up 
once a year to make offerings and 
pray for blessings on their labors.

"Isaac, how can I give thee up? Why heaven and earth, expo. 
does God make such a demand 
me?" 
He didn't 
sleep 
much 


upon 
that 


What grand singing we would have 


on this earth, if everybody believed 
that "God Is love." 
This morning I 


was speaking on that subject. 
I was 


trying to show that for 6.000 years God 
has been trying to show the world that 
he loves it. 


Some one has picked me up about 


my theology. 
Astonishing how many 


people like to straighten me out in 
my theology! The most frequent mis- 
take I encounter is the impression that 
God loves only those who love him; 
that he loves the good people, but not 
the sinner. 
That is the devil's lie: 


drive that back to where it comes from. 
God loves the sinner. 
God hates the 


sin, but loves the sinner. If you have 
a child that has got the smallpox, you 
hate smallpox, but you love the child, 
don't .you? 
You see the 
distinction 


Now, God hates sin worse than you 
ever hated smallpox: but God loves 
the sinner more than you ever loved 
the child—any one of you. If I cannot 
prove that from the bible. I can't prove 
anything. Jesus Christ did not die for 
good people. He died for the lost: h<- 
died for sinners. He died for the whole 
•world—good. bad. Indifferent, all to- 
gether. That is the teaching of scrip- 
ture. 


Now, a good deal of this false the- 


ology we get from our mothers. Tou 
get it from your mother. You very of- 
ten hear the mother teach the child 
that God loves it when it is good, and 
bates it when it is bad. Very bad 
theology. 


The Wrong Kind of Teaching. 


I was In a train some time ago, and 


* child got restless. 
The probability 


was the child didn't take proper food. 
It cried and the mother said: 
"If you 


don't stop. I shall give you to the 
first policeman when we get out of 
the car." The 
mother 
lied. 
She 


wouldn't give It to the policeman. That 
didn't scare the child, and then she 
iftld she would throw it out of the win- 
flow. 
That 
was 
another 
lie. 
She 


wouldn't do It. If any one had taken 
the child and thrown It out of the 
window, there would have been a row 
there pretty quick, wouldn't there? 


Now, -when you teach the child that 


God loves it when It is good and hates 
It when it Is bad. what is the< child go- 
Ing to do when It grows up? If It Is as 
bad S3 most of us have beon, we would 
think it belonged to the devil. Sup- 
pose you have a neighbor cursing and 
mvearlng, and you teach the boy that 
when It Is good it belongs to you, and 
when it Is bad It belongs to that neigh- 
bor. It wouldn't know to whom It was 
born. Now. there has never been a 
day slnco the child was born that you 
didn't love it. Did you not in- that God 
never told Adam that he loved him un- 
til he put him out of Eden? 
When I 


Adam fell. God cam'- down ami showed j 
his love. 
That 
is the 
leaching 
»f | 


scripture. 
Ah. hut you sny. what i s i 


the thought of the passag": 
"God Is j 


angry with sinners <-v»ry day?" 
One 


of, the strongest prnr.ni.that God loVes 
the sinner. 


I have two sons.. One goes out and 


swears, and It 
makes 
me angry 
to 


ha.ve him take such a course. , I think 
this throws light on that. 
I would 


doubt my existence as quick as I would 


: doubt the fact that God loves me. That 


is one rock that I (have, been able to 
tand on all these years. 
I used to 


think that God was after me with a 
double-whetted sword, and thought he 
was my enemy; but when I found God 
was a God of love, it changed my 
whole life and my relations toward 
God. and it will change yours very 
quickly. 
Thousands and tens of thou- 


sands would he converted In the next 
twenty-four 
hours, 
if they believed 


that text., 


God's Love for the Wholo World. 
Now, I don't know anything that 


brings'out that love of God better_than 
the cross. 
Whn Paris was in' the 


hands of the Communists, they took 
some of the .leading citizens and nuns 
and shot them. 
Among others there 


was the Archbishop of Paris. 
There 


was a low .window In the shape of a 
cross in th door.of the cell. He didn't 
know- his turn was coming, and he 
•wrote at the top of the cross: 
"Life," 


"Death." 
"Love." 
"Lengths" 
and 


"Breadths." 
He had got to learn the 


wonderful 
story 
of God's 
love. 
It 


reached to the 
foundations and the 


borders of a lost world. 
That cross 


is. just God showing his love to the 
world. 
Abraham offering up Isaac at 


Mount 
Morlah was a sort nf back- 


ground to bring out vividly the great 
God offering up his Ron. 


Tou remember 
one 
night, 
while 


Abraham lay there in his tent asleep. 
God came to him and told him to take 
his only son off to a distant mountain 
•which he would show him. and there 
offer him up as a sacrifice. 
Abraham 


had been in covenant with God long 
enough to know that God makes no 
mistakes, although he could not un- 
derstand. 
If you hart looked Into tho 


patriarch's tent the next morning, you 
would have seen the servants all busy 
around the tent, getting the food ready 
for their master, for he was going off 
on a long journey. 
I have pictured 


him at nine o'clock—the old man, with 
long beard, whlte-halrcd, and the son 
just coming into manhood, and the 
servants—the four men starting off on 
the journey. 
And I can picture that 


old man turning his head 
away 
to 


weep, and to wipe away the tears. He 
didn't want Isaac to see that terrible 
struggle going on. Night came on, and 
Isaac fell asleep, tired and weary with 
the hot day's journey. And I can Im- 
agine the father not 
sleeping 
that 


night. 
It must have been the time of 


the full moon. 
And you can see the 


father going and looking 
into 
that 


dweet, Innocent face: none so fair and 
beautiful to that father as that boy's 


night; and If he did, his slumbers were 
disturbed by dreams. 
Next morning 


he eats 
little 
at 
breakfast. 
Isaac 


thought perhaps he was going to fast 
because he wag going off to the moun- 
tain. The next day a terrible struggle 
goes on in Abraham's breast. Many a 
time his eye falls on that son. and he 
says: 
"How can I part with you, my 


boy? You are 'dearer to me than my 
eye." 
The second 
night a terrible 


struggle. He doesn't sleep much that 
night. Many a prayer goes up to God 
for help and strength. The next day 
comes. 
He says: 
"This is the last 


day I am to have my boy with me." 
And he clung to that boy. How very 
dear he was to him! 


Abraham and Isaac on Mt. Moriah. 
The last night has come. That night 


he didn't sleep at all: 
he 
couldn't 


sleep. 
Many a tear he shed 
during 


tjjat night, and many a cry went up 
to God for help. The next morning he 
takes no breakfast; there's a terrible 
struggle going on. Isaac has never 
seen his father In such trouble before. 
He doesn't understand. That morning 
they journey 
a. little ways. 
Yonder 


is Mount Moriah. I can imagine Abra- 
ham's heart thump, thump against his 
side. It beats very quickly. He says 
to the men: 
"You sit here. I will go 


with Isaac yonder to worship."

How to forgive freely, fully and for- 


ever Is a lesson we all need to learn. 
Although Peter had been walking with 
Jesus for nearly if not quite two years, 
he had not learned all there was to be 
known about forgiving others; and so 
he askfed Jesus the question:

king ordered' that -the man and his 
family should be sold as slaves thai 
the debt might he paid. 
When told 


what must be done, the debtor fell on 
his knees before the king and beggec 
for mercy, promising that if he would 
have patience, he would pay the whol 
debt. And so the king not only gra- 
ciously released him, but forgave him 
the debt. 


What did the happy man then do? 


Why, he went out and took a man by 
the throat, who owed him only on« 
hundred shillings (less than 
twenty 


dollars), and angrily demanded: "Pay 
what thou owest." And when he beg- 
ged: 
"Have patience, and I will pay 


theo all"—"No." was the answer, "you 
shall go to prison, and there you shall 
stay until you have paid me all." We 
say: 
"What a monster!" 
And truly 


he was.

If we extinguish the lamp of divine 


revelation we must admit that the 
"Greenwoods" and "Mount Auburns" 
and "Woodlawns," with all their ex- 
quisite gardenings of green and pomp 
of marbles, are nothing but hopeless 
and melancholy haunts. They would 
be splendid charnel houses, and noth- 
ing else; we should be loath to enter 
them while living, and still more loath 
to be laid there when dead. Thanks 
be to God, this Bible lamp is inextin- 
guishable; the light'that has broken 
Into the tomb can never be put out, 
A truth once known can never be 
unknown; a divine voice that has 
once spoken can never be silenced. 
And with this inspired infallible Book 
of God in my hand, I go out into yon- 
der beautiful city of the dead that 
overlooks the great, wide sea, and 
opening its pages I read, "I am the 
Resurrection and the Life. 
All that 


are In their graves shall come forth. 
Death Is swallowed up In victory." 


Several things are made gloriously 


certain. One ia that there shall be a 
positive, actual resurrection of tho 
dead; what went into the comb shall 
come out of the tomb. 
Whatever 


may be the transformation when the 
corniptiblo puts on incorruptlon and 
the mortal puts on immortality, still 
the fact remains that what, went into 
the grave shall come forth. 
Personal 


Identity shall be entirely preserved in 
the. resurrection process. When the 


Bible asserts our sameness it does not 
explain precisely wherein the same- 
ness consists. The moat sagacious 
physicist cannot tell just where the 
principle of the organic -life of tha 
body is. 
Dr. Charles Hodge has just- 


ly said that "it. may be in the soul 
which (when the time conies) 'may un- 
fold itself into a new body, regather- 
ing its materials according to its own 
law, just as the principle of the vege- 
table life in the seed unfolds itself 
into some gorgeous flower gathering 
from surrounding nature the materials 
for its new organization." Paul lik- 
ens this resurrection process to the 
sowing and the sprouting of grain. We 
cannot infer from looking at a kernel 
of wheat just how a spear of golden 
grain will look "next August. Equally 
Impossible will it be to determine from 
•what goes into the grave just what, 
will be the nature of the bodies that 
shall rise on the resurrection morn. 
But it is the same individual wheat 
plant, and the same individual man. 
Identity is not impaired in the least 
degree. 


Another revealed fact is that what 


goes into tho tomb as a "natural body" 
sTiall reappear as a "spiritual body." 
By this we are to understand |a body 
that shall be adapted to the -spiritual 
and immortal state of being. These 
earthly bodies of, ours are adapted to 
this present world and are subject to 
disease, decay and death. They are 
adequate for the purposes of this life, 
but not for the celestial state of exist- 
ence; they answer very well for earth, 
but not for Hcavp.n. The apostle tells 
us that '"we, shall be, changed." Not 
as to identity. Paul declares the very 


He -affirms, that •';tWg_»oi> 


tal shall put on Immortality and this 
corruptible shall put on ineorruption." 


Then the poor body that was rack- 


ed with sickness and sin and riddled 
with disease and turned by death into 
e dust-heap shall be transformed and 
fashioned like to the "body of his 
glory." 
Mysterious and marvelous 


change! 
We cannot comprehend it; 


but faith rejoices to believe it- Per- 
haps that appeaVance which our 'Lord 
•wore upon the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion may give us some hint of what 
we shall he when the body of our 
humiliation has been' refashioned. Up- 
on the top of Mount Hermon, the 
Man of Sorrows, for a few moments, 
shone with a splendor like the splen- 
dor of the sun. His worn and dust- 
stained garments glittered with a 
luster whiter than the snow. Why 
may not our "vile bodies" take on as 
wondrous a transformation when they 
shall be refashioned like unto "the 
body of His glory?" 


That shall be the final triumph of 


redemption—"death is swallowed up 
in victory." The once conquering 
death is unhorsed ana m the dust— 
his lance shivered to fragments. To 
Jesus, the Christ, to Jesus, the Vic- 
tor over death and Hell, belongs the 
glory of this most magnificent tri- 
umph. Human science never planned 
it or dreamed of It; "nature" never 
constructed any law to accomplish it. 
The resurrection—reverently be it said 
—is Christ's own idea. It is Christ',? 
stupendous achievement. 
Now 
is 


Christ risen from the dead and be- 
come the first fruits (the first harvest 
sheaf) of all his own who have slum- 
bered In the tomb.

differences between your fellows? And 
one of the judges said: 'We have little 
to do 
Those who come to us Insist 


that they are in the wrong, the deb- 
tor demanding the right to pay. and 
the plaintiff demanding the right to 
forgive.' 
Then John said: 'Learn tho 


truth and give judgment in Justice and 
according to the law. If your broth- 
ers come Into your court enemies and 
depart friends, then you have wrought 
for righteousness and need not fear. 


In this same little book we are led 


to look upon misdeeds as sicknesses 
rather than as evil deeds. One of tho 
Judges said to John: "What shall wo 
do with these two score men crowded 
Into our Jail?" "Alas." said John, "aro 
so many of our brothers sick?" "Not 
sick." answered the Judge, "but wicked 
law breakers, guilty 
of 
great 
sin 


against God and man." And John an- 
swered: "There is no sin save unkind- 
ness." "How say you?" said the Judge; 
"Is the robber only 
unkind?" 
And 


John said: "Surely he Is unkind to tho 
one he robbed, 
and unkind 
to tho 


mother who gave him birth. This un- 
klndness Is n. sickness that may bo 
cured If we set about the Master's 
work." 
It will certainly help us to 


forgive others If we think of them as 
"sick" rather than "mean.v 
We be- 


lieve that God looks at us that way, or 
It never could have been written of 
him: "God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever belleveth In him should not 
perish, but have 
everlasting 
life." 


(John 3:16.) 


We may learn from the story of the 
illmpsest something about.how God 
irglves us.

That Is the precious 
lood of Christ. It alone can blot out 
he past. It alone can wash away the 
oul and foolish, the silly, wicked and 
!nful .things. 
It can so remove 'the 


;andwriting that.was against us' that 
t never can reappear to condemn us." 
Let "us try to forgive those who sin 
against us after the same manner that 
God forgives those who sin againsj 
him. We have so little to forgive In 
cmparlson with him. But we will not 
be able to do it unless we do It as his 
'ollowers.

parted company today, the former seemed 
bent on a downward course: corn soared. 
Rains in the Canadian northwest were 


chiefly responsible for the weakness of 
the wheat market. 
Opinion was some- 


what general that all the damage to the 
crop this side of the international bound- 
ary had been done. That the Injury had 
been fully discounted was not so freely 
conceded. Absence of definite fresh de- 
velopments on the bull side of 
the 


European crop situation operated as a 
bear factor here, especially as the drought 
in Russia was reported to have been 
partly relieved by showers. 
The market 


opened unchanged to %@%c lower with 
September covering the entire range at 
$1.05% to Jl.Oovs. After touching $1.05%. 
the price rallied to $1.06 but suffered a 
new^ decline to $1.05%. 
Country acceptances of bids for wheat 


•were large, principally from Illinois and 
Indiana, much of it for shipment today. 
Accordingly the market continued weak 
except a slight show of firmness at the 
wlndup. September closed Vjo to Uc.net 
lower at $1.05%@1.05:>i to $1.05%. 
Liberal purchases by some of the larg- 


er local speculators and pit traders stim- 
ulated corn, rain had failed to show 
where expected in the corn belt, and 
there was no lack of eagerness to take 
advantage 
of the fact. 
The resulting 


advance, however, met with active sell- 
ing by a leading operator and by others. 
The market started unchanged to %c 
•up with September at 62%c to 62%c. last 
night's figure to %c above.

HE Old Plainsman, in a Mood for Talk, Chats of 
Some of the "Plain, Ordinary Men" Who Pos- 


sessed Both Nerve and Courage—Both Being Needed

LREADY, as the years go by. those heroic 
figures that stalked with a picturesque and 
gigantic daring a generation ago through the 
stirring melodrama of the West have bulked to 
a mighty size on the pages of American history. 


With the exception of a few gray haired, steady eyed 
survivors, they have been gathered to their fathers: 
some of recent^years, in peace; others at an earlier 
day, in their prime, when the song of the six-shooter 
was still too often a reveille. The Iliad of that day 
will not be sung, perhaps, until time has softened the 
detail and created the perspective, but in the mean- 
time the veterans remain, ready, perhaps, to tell a 
mouth filling tale to the crafty questioner. 


One of these men who often Is seen In the cool 


places of the Great "White Way frequently finds him- 
self: pointed out to the curiosity seeker as the king of | 
the gta men, and It makes him angry. Persons who . 
know this man well hail him as "Bat." Others call 
film Mr. Mastefson. 


For twenty years, while the early West was a 


place of tumult, be was one of those who roamed ths 
prairies of the vast territory lying between the Mis- 
souri River and the Mexican border. 


Buffalo hunter, Indian fighter, cow puncher, sheriff, 


city marshal—he was of the leaders of that reckless 
horde who created and enforced the law when thii 
only arguments were bullets and where men filed 
the hammer notches from their guns. In friendship* 
cemented by common perils he was the close com- 
rade of such men as Wild BUI Hicbofc, Wyatt Earn. 
Lake Short, Ben Thompson, Doc Holllday, Buffalo 
BUI and scores more, all of them towering head and 
•boulders above the men around them In nerve, 
•kill with their weapons, qualities of leadership, re- 
sourcefulness and brains. 


Unfortunately for the would-be historian, William 


Barclay Masterson is modest When pointed out to 
me by an eager bell boy he wag placidly smoking a 
cigar aud radiating an atmosphere of peace Ineffa- 
ble. He looked np with a pair of Very steady blue 
eyes, and his voice gave a curious Impression of 
nerves that would not easily vibrate. A *mlle flick- 
ered over bis face at my tentative question and he 
nodded his head slowly. 


"Oh, yes—yes—I've seen a(few scraps!" The in- 


formation came grudgingly, Unit I tried again. 
' 


"Young fellow," said Mr. Mnstcnon, shaking a warn- 


ing finger, "take It from me, you're wasting your time. 
I'm not my own press agent, and no one else Is If I 
know It. I wouldn't have a press agent for a gift. 
I'd as soon have a lap dog. Huh! 
"-^'If there's anything that makes me tired," he went 
on,""severely, "It's these young fellows who Insist on 
writing a lot of trash about events that happened 
twenty years before they began yelling for their liv- 
ing. If they'd tell the tnith It wouldn't be so bad, but 
they have to dress it up and tell the public that a 
peaceable man like me has twenty-seven notches on 
his gun. Now, don't you say anything about those 
lotches and I'll let you have a few unvarnished facts." 


"ABont some one else?" 


"Plain, Ordinary Men." 


"Precisely," he snld, dryly. "Yon could write a )*«>'; 


about each of those boys I used to run with. Rut Jus: 
the same they were Just plain, ordinary men, whii 
could shoot straight and had the most utter courage 
and perfect nerve—and, for the most part, a keen 
sense of right and wrong. So you see they were Just 
plain, ordinary men like you and me." 


I let It pass. 
"Yon distinguish between courage and nerve?" I 


asked. 


"It's a distinction that's vital," he replied. "Every 


one out there had courage, I suppose. But nerve Is 
different. Nerve was the quality that marked the 
great gun fighters. Most men lack It to n greater or 
less degree. It's hard to define it, but I should say that 
It was that finer kind of courage that allows a man to 
be deliberate and careful at times when most men fall 
all over themselves in their haste to get ahead of death. 
I don't know what It is, but it marks every great 
fighter. I knew a man named Charlie Harrison In the 
old days. He was the most brilliant performer with a 
pistol of any man I have ever seen and he could shoot 
straighter and faster than many of the great fighters, 
yet when he got into a scrap with a man named Jiru 
Levy he missed him with all six shots at close rango 
before Levy could reach for his weapon. Levy coolly 
dropped him with a single shot. Harrison was bravo, 
but he had no nerve, you see. 


"In reckoning up the qualities of the men of that 


country you must remember that to the kind of shoot- 
'ng which you see nowadays only on the stage they had 
been trained since they were boys. Not only that, but 
they were in perfect health from their out of door life. 
Perfect physical condition is half the linttle in this 
matter of courage. Men like Wyatt Enrp and Wild Bill 
could do wonderful things with their fists, and Wild 
Bill could have licked six ordinary men with his bare 
hands. They were something more than crack shots. 


"Of course their accuracy with the pistol was mar- 


vellous, and they could sure do the tricks—eveu those 
you read about In dime novels. I remember a favorite 
stunt used to be for a man to put a fast horse at full 
speed and then put all six bullets from his gun into 
n tree eight Inches in diameter ns ho rode by it. Now 
when yon come to think of it," be smiled, "that was 
pretty good. 


"It reminds me o£ a fellow whom I'll call Bill Smith, 


since that isn't his name. He got sore at me one day 
and Just mooned around aching for a scrap. His 
aand would hover lovingly near his gun, and every 
time he'd make a motion I'd say:—'Now, Bill, you be 
careful. 
Don't you draw that gun, Bill, because I'll 


sure pepper you If you do.' Well, he kept it up, mad 
as a wet hen and getting madder. Finally be yanked 
out the Iron. He happened to bo a good friend of mine 
or it would have been his finish. As it was I just shot 
his gun out of his hand. We made up Inter. He's n 
big detective in Denver now. Yes, we knew a lot 
about hardware." 


He chuckled at the recollection before hn went on. 


"The first gun we had out there was the old cap and 
ball six shooter. 


tened alongside the barrel and aligned with the cham- 
bers of the cylinder. It was necessary to pour in the 
powder, then the ball, aud then ram down the'charge. 
Some were pretty quick at it, but naturally it was 
slow work at the best. 


"It was partly on this account that many of us car- 


ried two giius. Later when tbe modern cartridge 
came In the 'two gun man' was generally a bad man, 
as those who shocked the not too sensitive virtue r" 
that country were called, but in those earlier days the 
two guns were a necessity. We could use two guns at 
once, shooting equally well with either hand. The 
calibre of those old guns was .30 and .44. The modern

worn greasy by the Imprints of hundreds of dirty lit- 
tle hands, stand alike In the big corporation's offices. 
AH of its employes know that 
A clerk was dis- 


charged not so very long ago for giving an Insolent 
answer over the telephone to a woman who was mak- 
ing a ]ust and well founded complaint 


That, then. Is the new order of things among the 


corporations. They are keeping their ears very close 
to the ground. "Attention and courtesy" together 
make an office slogan that has'come sharply to the 
front In recent years In the headquarters of these big 
business organisms of New York. 


One transportation company here, which hauls hun- 


dreds of thousands of riders in the course of a tingle 
twenty-four hours, has a skilled man—a Harvard 
graduate—at high salary, who gives' his entire spe- 
cialized attention to this very diplomatic business of 
handling the kicks that come In to the company. 
They still come in TOlume, anywhere from six to a 
dozen 'a day, but the time was when that company 
received fifty letters of complaint a day, and that was 
before It, had advertfcied Its policy of attending to 
each complaint. 


Now the complaint man—he has never a more for- 


mal title than that—takes each letter that conies to 
him and* gives to It a serial number. Kicks that come 
by telephone, or even In person—some 'persons go 
straight to the company's offices with their griev- 
ances—are reduced to writing by a stenographer, and 
they are also .numbered. Courteous acknowledg- 
ment, as you have already seen, is given to the coin- 
plaints that have arrived by mall. 
Then the com- 


pany bends its attention to the investigation of each. 


If the kick Is levelled against a noisy street cross- 


ing—the heaviest of concrete embedded tracks will 
work loose under constant traffic—It Is forwarded to 
the road's chief engineer for investigation and ex- 
planation. A woman complains that she has torn her 
dress on a loose scrcwhead of an open car .bench. 
Her plaint Is hurried to the mechanical superintend- 
ent 
Another has a grievance against a conductor. 


She cites time and place In a remarkably succinct 
manner, and her grievance finds its way to the su- 
perintendent of transportation. The expert complaint 
man files a memorandum with each, which reads:— 
"No delay will be brooked in the Investigation of this 
complaint and a prompt report of findings, with the 
original papers, will be returned to this office. Kindly 
state what means yon will take to prevent a repetition 
of the occurrence." 


Then the complaint man follows up his system 


with personal Investigation. The big traction sys- 
tem has certainly bent Its ear low to catch the voice 
of the people. 


The other day a little Incident occurred on a 


Brooklyn trolley car that might have wrinkled Job's 
brow if he had been handling a conductor's punch. 
It was just a "drunk," but. tie conductor had tact and 
firmness, and the way he bandied that "drunk"— 
well, that road will have him pleading Its causes be- 
fore the commissions some one of "these fine days. 


"That's nothing," he afterward admitted/in half- 


bashful manner, "that's part of this job nowadays. 
Suppose that 'drunk' had fallen all over some lady and 
I had passed it up? Why, I'd be In the" same boat 
Connolly was in last week, and do yon think I'd fare 
any better than Connolly?" 


Then It came out about Connolly. It seemed that 


Connolly had been with the road a long time. That, 
naturally enough, counted in his favor. But on the 
preceding Tuesday Connolly had been in trouble- 
oddly enough with another "drunk." The man had 
entered the car when there were few other passen- 
gers on It and Connolly had paid little attention to 
him. / The car had gradually filled, with women for 
the most part, and the drunken man had become 
more and more of a nuisance. 


A well dressed man entered and took a seat next 


to a woman passenger, who In turn sat next to the 
drunken man. That man lurched against her all the 
while, and then the well dressed man did the obvi- 
ously ' decent' thing, exchanged seats with the 
woman. The "dmnk" gradually became profane, and 
the well dressed man—quite properly—asked the con- 
ductor—Connolly—to put him off the car. 
Connolly 


' refused and quite Improperly made a profane remark. 


A good many men and a good many women 


would have nursed their extensive and righteous 


wrath and. like Simpson, would have laid the 
foundations of a large sized grudge against the trolr 
ley company. This man did nothing of the sort 
He quietly took the conductor's number, made ft 
note of the time and place and reported tbe incident 
to the railroad headquarters. The company went 
Into the matter with an almost judicial sense of 
right.and calm, and a week later Connolly was miss- 
ing from the line.

So you see that a man can be pretty bad—have 


as many as fifty-five demerits, perhaps—and still

could do. 'We don't want men of that sort working 
for us, and if that thing happened with the oldest 
conductor on our line he'd go just as quick as Con- 
nolly went. 


"There are two sides to every question and no 


one knows better than I know the problems that our 
men face every hour that thfiy are at work. It is 
a hard, irritating, nervous business, no matter on 
which platform of a surface car the man in com- 
pany's uniform stands. 
But that is one of the con- 


ditions of the business. 
A man understands that 


condition when he goes to work for us, and there is 
no excuse whatsoever for any incivility on his part 


"We invite complaints of such cases as these. 


People should not take out 'their feelings against a 
road or its officers upon the conductor, who is not 
responsible and has.bis own trembles," 


The railroad courts are just and their decisions 


'are rarely ever reversed. Complainants are promptly 
notified if the decision goes against the railroader 
that the offending employe has been disciplined or 
discharged. The penalty depends, as in otho.r courts. 
upon the enormity of the offence and upon the man's 
previous record. 


That record is kept In systematic fashion In theso 


days of scientific railroad methods. It tells or all 
the violations that have been lodged against the 
employe. 
In the old days of street railroading in 


this town the system of discipline short of discharge 
was not fair to the employe. It generally consisted 
in suspending a man against whom a complaint had 
been proven for from a day to a fortnight. 
The 


suspension meant a curtailment of pay and some- 
times tbe man's'family went without fond. 
That 


wns so obvious an injustice ns to demand rectifying. 


turn into the strait and narrow road. If he does 
so his record in a year will be as clean as that o£ 
the best man on the line. That is exactly as it should 
be. Such a system is infinitely superior to the old 
hit or miss suspension system. It Is a keen incen- 
tive to every conductor, motormun or guard, no 
matter -,vhat his record may have been in the past, 
to do his best In the future. 


This matter of encouragement to the man with 


a rightful kick is one which has interested private 
business concerns quite as much as the big service 
corporations. Sometimes one finds ft concern which 
is not quite modern, however, in this regard. 


There is a big suburban restaurant on the out- 


skirts which not only makes bids for automobile 
parties but advertises continuously for the humbler 
patronage of folk who come afoot, or by trolley car. 
That restaurant makes a specialty of its famous, 
beers.

POISONOUS PLANT ROOTS. 


T is a very common thing for organ- 
isms to give off poisons. The fact that 
they are poisons is the very reason why 


nature gets rid of them as quickly and 
thoroughly as possible. If a man be shut' 
up in an air tight room the waste matter 
» 


that he throws off from his lungs will kill 
him. The same action puts a stop to the 
ourse of certain germ diseases. Typhoid, 
or instance, is "self-limited" because the 
germ cannot flourish in the midst of its 
wn waste products. 
The same has now been shown to be 
rue In the case of ordinary plants, al- 
hougb these are protected by nature 
against poisoning by their own excretions. 
These excretions ooze from the tiny root- 
eta and are poisonous to certain plants 
only. Thus, water containing the exuda- 
tion from the rootlets of beans .will not 
nourish other bean plants, though wheat 
grows well in It. Likewise nutrient gela- 
tine in which wheat plants have been culti- 
vated becomes poisonous to wheat but 
not to other plant*. 


This explains why roots are fitted to 


draw up nutriment from the *?ll only bj 
their extremities, these extremities being 
usually beyond the point to which the /"' 
poisons penetrate into the earth. Although'" 
the existence of these poisons seems def- 
initely proved it has not been possible to 
solute nnd analyze them. Plant growth 
s very sensitive to poison. A quantity of 
copper much too small to be detected 
chemically will cause a newly sprouted 
plant to languish. It may never be pos- 
sible to tell exactly of what these sub- 
stances consist, but it is interesting to 
know of their existence.

"When 1 was graduated from Monmouth College, 


in 1876. I owed my brother-in-law, D. C. Campbell, 
$100, which I had borrowed to complete my educa- 
tion.

Keep 
the work up all summer and if, as you say, you 
have the money to skip a crop that year, and give 
your time and energy to getting your soil into the 
right condition, there isn't a reason in the world 
why, after that, you shouldn't have good crops every 
year. You won't need to depend on the weather. 
1 he work will be hard and steady, dry farming was 
never intented for a lazy man, tut you and your 
hired man will be able to do it, with perhaps another 
horse. It is the results you are after, and when you 
come to try it, you will find that you use less seed 
and get bigger crops than you did the old way, 
even in the best years. 
Of course the irrigation 


ditch would help even a dry farmer, but, as you 
say, you won't get that for some years yet."
